sav e fuel during the winter m o nths. 
Altho ug h the co ld seaso n is 
no w 
behind us, the need to m anag e o ur 
energ y 
supply 
is 
beco m ing 
in­ 
creasing ly im po rtant. And, as the 
weather swing s fro m winter co ld 
to summer heat, we 
all hav e to 
rev erse o ur th in k in g -tu rn in g the 
therm o stat up, no t do wn, to sav e 


energ y . 
Acco rding to the Electric En­ 
erg y A sso ciatio n, it’s no t to o early 
to g et y o ur air co nditio ning sy stem 
in shape so that it can do its jo b 
m o re efficiently when 
the warm 
weather 
arriv es. 
In 
fact, 
better 
no w than later when serv icemen 
are busy and m aterials run sho rt. 
Cleaning o r 
replacem ent o f a 
dirty air filter is first o n the list o f 
air 
co nditio ner 
preparatio ns. 
A 
filter clo g g ed with dust w o n’t let 
air flo w thro ug h it. A s a result, y o ur 
air co nditio ner has to wo rk much 
lo ng er and harder to pro v ide the 
co o l air y o u want. 
D o n’t try to do witho ut filters, 
ho wev er. If the filter is no t in place 
to sto p airbo rne dirt, the co o ling 
fins can beco m e clo g g ed with dirt 
and it’s a majo r jo b fo r a repair 
man to g et them clean ag ain. 
M ake 
sure 
m o to rs 
are 
o iled. 
M o st windo w units hav e bearing s 
o n their m o to rs which are lubri­ 


cated 
fo r 
life. 
But central 
units 
o ften hav e two m o to rs which need 
o il, the o ne o n the blo wer, and the 
o ne o n the fan which circulates 
air o v er the co ndenser co ils o utside 


the ho use. 
Hav e y o ur 
serv ice man 
check 
the charg e o f refrig erant g as in the 
sy stem . To o much o r to o little g as 
in the sy stem can reduce its effi­ 
ciency drastically and impair the 
co o ling 
po wer. 
A lso , 
hav e 
him 
check the fan belt tensio n. Po wer 
can be transm itted fro m the mo to r 
pulley to the blo wer mo st efficiently 
if the belt tensio n is co rrect. 


Be sure that the finned surfaces 
o f the co ndenser (lo cated o utdo o rs) 
are clean and free o f leav es, mud 
and dirt. To m ake life ev en easier 
fo r y o ur air co nditio ner, co nsider 
building a fence o r planting a tree 
near the air co nditio ner to keep it 
in the shade. When it wo rks co o ler, 


it co o ls better. 


A s the warm seaso n appro ach­ 
es, start thinking in term s o f keep­ 
ing the therm o stat set a little bit 
hig her than usual. Each ex tra de­ 
g ree o f co o lness y o u require adds 
abo ut 5 percent to the co st o f o p­ 
erating y o ur air co nditio ner. 


W ith the therm o stat set a few 
deg rees 
hig her, 
and 
a 
pro perly 
m aintained co o ling sy stem , y o u will 
be do ing y o ur share to co nserv e 
energ y —and y o u can still be co m ­ 
fo rtable all summer lo ng .
